PROSPECTUS 
by CHARLIE FOX 


With the experience that many of our young players gained last 
year and the return to good health of some of our veterans ['m 
optimistic about the Giants for 1973. We think we have good 
strength up the middle, speed and power to generate an effective 
attack, and we're looking for improvement in the overall pitching 
staff, 


Our main objectives in spring training will be to find a regular 
left fielder to replace Ken Henderson, to try and find a regular third 
baseman and settle on our pitchers as to who will be starting and 
who will be in the bullpen. We have a lot of talent and versatile 
players who can play more than one position, and it will be our 
job to fit it all together and return the Giants to a contending spot 
in the National League West. 


PITCHING—While Juan Marichal and Sam McDowell had 
disappointing years in 1972, their absence made it possible for Ron 
Bryant and Jim Barr to develop into regular starters and for Jim 
Willoughby to get his chance in the last (Wo months of the season. 
These three youngsters form the nucleus of a fine staff for years to 
come, and we're looking for Juan and Sam to bounce back in °73. 
Juan had lumbar back surgery to repair a disc while Sam just had 
some arm miseries, and they both feel they owe the club a good 
year. If either or both of them pitch back to their past perform- 
ances, We're going to have a very strong staff, The trade which 
brought righthander Tom Bradley over from the White Sox should 
give us a quality starter to anchor the staff, providing strength and 
depth. We also have Don Cuarrithers and Charlie Williams, 
who won his last five games at Phoenix last summer and looked 
good, as potential starters. The bullpen will be in the hands of 
veteran Jerry Johnson, second year man Randy Moffitt and rookie 
Elias Sosa who looked effective last September. Among the can- 
didates for *73 we also have young veteran Frank Reberger and 
Gary Lavelle, and Ed Figueroa, two prospects up from Phoenix, 


CATCHING—Dave Rader, who was named the Sporting News 
Rookie of the Year, took over the number one spot last year like 
he means to be around for a long time. He has fine defensive 
ability, a strong arm and I look for him to improve after getting 
a full season of major league action. Dave has a good bat, and 
our “up the middle” strength starts with him, We will be looking 
for a back up receiver from among Fran Healy, who's been with 
us for two seasons, and rookies Jake Brown and Mike Sadek. 


INFIELD—Willie McCovey tells me he's ready to go again, 
and we hope nothing stops him this year, He was looking great 
last April when he suffered a broken left forearm, and that took 
our cleanup hitter away from us. With Stretch in the lineup we 
have offensive potential as good as any team. He'll be at first base 
as often as he can play, and next to him on the right side will be 
Tito Fuentes, now established as a solid player at second base. Tito 
provides offensive help and does a great job with his keystone 
partner, shortstop Chris Speier, on defense in the middle of the 
diamond, Some of the plays they make are just unbelievable. Chris 
was our best regular hitter, and his strength should continue to 
expand. He’s still only 22 years old, and we think he’s the best 
shortstop in the National League. Over at third we have a number 
of possible regulars, all of them talented, Ed Goodson, the left- 
handed hitter with the picture swing, is going to get a shot at that 
job, as will veleran Jim Ray Hart. Hart really stung the ball last 
year, both at Phoenix and in the last month with San Francisco, 
and if his defense is what we know it can be. he has a chance to 
be our regular. Big Dave Kingman. a fine all around athlete, can 
also play third as well as first base and the outfield. We need to 
find a spot for him to play so we can take advantage of his powerful 
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bat. We also have veteran Al Gallagher, who slumped after two 
pretty good years with the bat, and Chris Arnold, a good hitter who 
wants a chance to play more, 


OUTFIELD—Our strong suit is in the outfield, and that’s why 
we were able to part with Henderson in a trade. Bobby Bonds in 
right field is our veteran and leader. He does it all, run, throw, hit, 
field and hit with power. He’s one of a new breed of leadoff hitters 
who supply run scoring potential by getting on the bases, but also 
he gives us power up at the top of the batting order. Garry Mad- 
dox, our center fielder, may have been called up a bit too soon 
last April, but when McCovey was sidelined we needed some 
offensive help, However, Garry adjusted well to the change and now 
has a full major league season behind him. He also has speed and 
a variety of offensive weapons. In left field we'll be looking at 
Bernie Williams, who's been wailing patiently for a chance to play 
regularly for two seasons now. Bernie has all the natural tools, 
a strong arm, speed and a quick bat. Now he'll get his chance 
to win a regular job. In contention for that last outfield job will 
also be Gary Matthews, who looked terrific last September after a 
great year with Phoenix; switch-hitting Jimmy Williams who comes 
from Phoenix with impressive credentials and our invaluable pinch 
hitting and defensive ace, Jim Howarth, who wants more playing 
lime,

THE MANAGER 


CHARLIE FOX 


The 1972 season was a severe disappointment for Charlie 
Fox. After taking over the Giant helm in May of 1970, Fox's 
Giants were 75-53 the remainder of the campaign, a .586 per- 
centage, and topped that with the National League's Western 

Division title in 1971. With Willie 
™ McCovey back in top form after 
_ knee surgery and with the addition 
of an ace lefthander in Sam Me- 
_ Dowell, Fox was looking forward 

to 1972, 

Once McCovey was taken 
from the lineup by a broken left 
forearm last April 18, everything 
/ went down hill. McDowell pitched 
well at times, but he had arm prob- 
lems; Juan Marichal was finally 
forced to have surgery to correct his back problems, and in- 
experience showed through on the young players who came in 
to fill regular jobs. But always the optimist, Fox thinks that the 
youngsters form the nucleus of a great team of the future, and 
with some improyement in the pitching staff and the full year 
of experience gained by Garry Maddox, Dave Rader, Dave 
Kingman, Ron Bryant, Jim Barr and others, 1973 may be 
the year that Fox was expecting in 1972, 


Born October 7, 1921, in New York City, Fox was a base- 
ball devotee from childhood, He played at James Monroe 
High School in the Bronx, then went into the American Le- 
gion and semi-pro leagues as a catcher and hung around the 
Polo Grounds to volunteer as a batting practice catcher for the 
New York Giants. After signing with the Giants, in bis first pro 
season, 1942, Charlie wound up with New York in the late 
stages of the campaign and caught in three games. What might 
have been a major league career was postponed by three years 
service in the Navy during World War II, and upon his dis- 
charge he returned to the Giants and embarked on a managerial 
career while also playing, at the tender age of 25, 


Scouting duties also were given Fox, and from 1957 to 1963 
he filled that position in Ohio and Pennsylvania. After a year 
as pilot of the AAA team at Tacoma in the Pacific Coast 
League, Charlie served as a San Francisco coach from 1965 
through 1968, and then he returned to managing at Phoenix 
in the PCL before taking over as Giant manager on May 24, 
1970, 

The manager makes his home in Phoenix with wife, 
Eleanor, and two teenagers, Barbara, 14, and Michael, 17, 
a freshman at Gonzaga University, Handball and golf are 
Fox’s hobbies in the off season. 


THE COACHES 


JOE AMALFITANO 


The youngest member of the coaching staff is a Californian 
who signed with the New York Giants as a “bonus baby” in- 
fielder at the age of 20 and was a member of that 1954 World 
Championship team. 

Following a tour in the minor 
leagues Joe returned to the Giants, 
this time in 1960 in San Francisco, 
and played a utility role for two 
years. He spent 1962 with the 
Houston Colt .45s expansion team 
and again returned to San Fran- 
cisco in 1963. From 1964 to 1967 
he was with the Chicago Cubs as 
a player, and upon retirement he 
remained with the Cubs as a coach 
through 1971. Last year Joe came 
back to his major league “home,” joining Charlie Fox’s staff 
in San Francisco. 


A very personable guy, Joe is an acknowledged artist at 
sign stealing. He’s a very knowledgeable baseball man, and, 
because of his still youthful approach, he can relate to all the 
youngsters on the current Giant club. Still single, Joe now 
lives in San Francisco, He is a native Southern Californian, 
from San Pedro. 


ANDY GILBERT 


One of the keys in the development of many players on 
the Giants’ roster was Andy Gilbert, who put in 22 years as 
a manager in San Francisco’s farm system before joining 
Charlie Fox’s staff last season. 

As a power hitting first base- 
man and outfielder in the Boston 
Red Sox organization, Andy’s big 
league career was cut short b 
military service from 1943 
through 1945 and a shoulder in- 
jury. He joined the Giant organi- 
zation as a player-manager start- 
ing in 1950 and he’s been with it 
ever since. Ten of the players on 
the 1973 roster played under 
Andy, Jim Barr, Jim Hart, Juan 
Marichal, Dave Kingman, Ron Bryant, Dave Rader, Chris 
Speier, Jim Howarth, Mike Phillips and Bernie Williams. 


A native of Bradenville, in Western Pennsylvania, Andy 
lives now in Latrobe, near Pittsburgh, 
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DON McMAHON 


The newest member of the coaching staff, Don just retired 
from active mound duty and a most distinguished career as a 
premier relief pitcher. He appeared in 843 games in ‘the’ 
majors, all but two of them as a reliever. Only Hoyt Wilhelm 
and Lindy McDaniel have been in 
more games in baseball history. 
His career figures show 86 wins 
and 68 defeats, and an ERA of 
2.99 in 1270 innings over 16 
major league seasons since break- 
ing in with Milwaukee’s World 
Champions in 1957 on the first 
of two pennant winners. 

Over the years Don was in the 
American League with Cleveland, 
Boston, Chicago and Detroit as 
well as in the National League with the Braves, Houston and 
San Francisco. McMahon came to the Giants in August 
of 1969 from Detroit where he helped the Tigers to the World 
Championship in 1968. In 1971 Don won 10 games, his 
career high, for San Francisco’s Western Division pennant 
winners. Last year he served as pitching coach while still an 
active player. 

A Brooklyn, N.Y., native just past his 43rd birthday, Don 
started his baseball at Erasmus Hall High School. As a young- 
ster he was close to Al Davis, now the head of the Oakland 
Raiders, and Don is a scout for that club, checking collegiate 
prospects during the off season, He's a trivia buff, and follows 
all sports closely. 

Don and wife. Darlene, make their home in Garden Grove, 
California, with their six children—three sons and three 
daughters. 
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JOHNNY McNAMARA 


A very personable and knowledgeable baseball man, John 
came to the Giants as a coach under Charlie Fox in 1971. His 
career as a catcher was spent in the Kansas City organization. 
John started managing while still playing in 1959, and won 
pennants at Mobile and Birming- 
ham in the Southern Association 
in 1966 and 1967, The following 
season he became a coach for 
Hank Bauer and the Oakland A’s, 
succeeding Bauer as the club's 
manager toward the end of the 
1969 season. 

In his only full season as a 
major league manager John guided 
the A’s to a second place finish 
in the American League’s Western 
Division in 1970. Happily, he has continued his baseball 
career and a Bay Area-Northern California association with 
San Francisco. 

John and his wife, Kathleen, live in Sacramento with their 
four children—three daughters and a son. He plays a lot of 
golf during the winter and does public speaking in the area 
for the Giants.

JAMES LELAND BARR 


PITCHER. Bats R, Throws R. Born February 10, 1948, in Lynwood, California. 
Height 6-3, Weight 205. Married. Lives in Foster City, California. 


Jim started the season in the bullpen and finally became a rotation starter 
at the end of June... his won-lost record doesn’t begin to indicate how well 
he pitched . . . as a starter he was 8-7 with an ERA of 2.54 over 131 
innings, and he completed eight of 18 starts, including two shutouts .. , in 
blanking Pittsburgh and St. Louis in successive starts Barr established one 
of the more noteworthy major league records by retiring 41 consecutive 
batters . . . it started on August 23 at Candlestick Park when Jim set down 
the last 21 Pirates in a 8-0, 2-hitter . . . on the night of August 29 in St. 
Louis Barr retired the first 20 Cardinals, losing the no-hitter with two out 
in the 7th . . . the tense situation continued into the ninth inning when 
Dave Kingman, Barr's USC teammate, doubled in three runs to break the 
scoreless deadlock and give Jim a 3-0 win, a three-hit effort... on the 
hard luck side, Barr lost four games by a run and two others when the 
Giants were shut out . . . Jim was the staff leader for USC’s 1970 NCAA 
Champions and was signed by scout George Genovese after being selected 
as SF's number two pick in the special phase of the June draft that year 
(Kingman was the Giants’ number one pick) . . . after only a year of minor 
league experience Jim was called up by San Francisco along with Kingman 
on July 30, 1971 . . . his poise and control make him valuable as a starter 
or in the bullpen.

BOBBY LEE BONDS 


OUTFIELDER. Bats R, Throws R. Born March 15, 1946, in Riverside, Califomia. 
Height 6-1, Weight 198. Married; three sons. Lives in San Carlos, California. 


As the Giants’ regular right fielder the past four seasons Bobby has become 
the leader of the club’s young veterans ... in 1972 he was the team 
leader in most games played, at bats, hits, runs, stolen bases and game- 
winning hits (11) . . . he was also second to Dave Kingman in home runs 
and RBls . . . his 44 stolen bases placed him fourth in the league... 
Bonds’ success in this department reached 88% last year as he was caught 
only six times ... in his four and a half major league seasons he has swiped 
179 bases and been caught only 35 times for an 83% record . . . only 
Cincinnati's Joe Morgan scored more runs than Bobby's 118 last year. . . 
his unassisted double play last season tied a major league record. . . 
among the Giants’ San Francisco records is Bonds’ 134 runs in 1970, which 
is just shy of the all-time club mark for a season that is held by Bill Terry 
with 139 in 1930... Bonds broke in with a grand slam home run in his 
first major league game on June 25, 1968, and it was against the arch- 
rival Dodgers’ John Purdin in Candlestick Park . . . Bobby is the only player 
in modern major league history to turn that trick . . . in 1970 he became 
only the fourth player in big legaue annals to hit more than 30 homers and 
steal more than 30 bases in a season—the others were Ken Williams, St. 
Louis Browns (1922), Hank Aaron, Milwaukee Braves (1963) and Willie Mays 
of the Giants, the only one to do it twice (1956-57) .. . since then Tommy 
Harper of the Milwaukee Brewers also did it . . . Bobby won the Golden 
Glove for excellence in fielding in 1971 . . . he was California state long 
jump champion in his senior year at Riverside Polytechnic High School 
where he lettered in track, basketball, football and baseball . . . also attended 
Riverside City College . . . Giant scout Evo Pusich signed him to his first 
contract . . , a great first half season at Phoenix in the AAA Pacific Coast 
League preceded his callup by the Giants in 1968 . . . although playing in 
only 60 games he hit three grand slams and drove in 47 runs and he was 
named to the National Association Class AAA-West All Star Team.

PITCHER. Bats R, Throws R. Born March 16, 1947, in Asheville, N.C. 
Height 6-3, Weight 185. Single. Lives in Chicago, Illinois. 


Acquired in a trade with the Chicago White Sox for outfielder Ken Henderson 
and pitcher Steve Stone on November 29, 1972, , , a strong and powerful 
righthander who fanned more than 200 batters in each of his two full major 
league seasons for Chicago .. . signed with the California Angels and played 
for four minor league clubs in his first season before coming up for a late 
season trial with the Angels . . . becatise of military duty his first year 
was split up... after two weeks duty in August he pitched a one-hitter 
against the Fresno Giants for San Jose, and the only hit was an infield 
bleeder by the first batter in the game .. . a graduate of the University of 
Maryland where he made the Atlantic Coast Conference's first team in 1968 
. .. holds a degree in Latin from Maryland... he is only the third pitcher 
in White Sox history to have struck out 200 or more batters in a season 
twice—the others were Ed Walsh in 1910-11-12 and Gary Peters more 


recently . . . in his two and @ half major league seasons Tom has started 
80 games, completed 19 and recorded nine shutouts . . . over 618 innings 
he has fanned 490 batters and walked just 172.

After pitching with pain for several seasons Juan is hopeful that the operation 
he underwent last October to correct a protruding disc on the lumbar part 
of his back will allow him to regain past form ... in 124% seasons he 
has won 227 games and completed 235 and he ranks among the all-time 
Giant greats as well as the best in all of baseball history . . . he’s won more 
games than any active pitcher, Bob Gibson of St. Louis is 2nd with 225, and 
only Gibson has more shutouts, 54, than Juan's 50 . . . on the all-time 
strikeout list Marichal ranks 17th, with only Gibson and Sam McDowell ahead 
of Juan among active hurlers .. , a 20-game winner on six occasions ... he 
has completed 57% of his career starts, the best such figure among active 
pitchers . . . Juan's career ERA of 2.75 is fourth best in baseball history 
behind Walter Johnson (2.37), Grover Alexander (2.56) and Whitey Ford 
(2.74) .. . he’s been a Dodger nemesis all his career, beating them 36 times 
while losing 15 .. . at Candlestick Park his mastery over Los Angeles is 
fantastic, with 21 wins against only two losses . . . Juan has been the most 
effective and certainly the most consistent National League pitcher of the 
past 12 seasons ... from the farm country of the Dominican Republic, Mari- 
chal came to the scouts’ attention while pitching for the Dominican Air

his season and that of the Giants was wrecked . . , without the reliable 
cleanup hitter in the lineup, San Francisco struggled and fell out of the race 
. .. lor the second straight year injuries curtailed McCovey's playing time—in
